Indiana Made Setu p To 
Reh abilitate Alcoh olics 


Follow ing enligh tened th inking of 
progressiv e states, th e 1953 legis­ 
latu re establish ed a Commission 
on Alcoh olism. Th e fiv e man com­ 
mission of wh ich Joh n Pay ton is 
ch airman, h ired M 
W. Cameron 
ex ecu tiv e director, assembled a 
staff, and h ired Dr. Fred E. Law­ 
rence as medical director. 
Under th e law, th e v ictims of al­ 
coh ol wh o can afford to pay for 
treatment do so, th ose wh o cannot, 
are treated at th e ex pense of th e 
commission. Fu nds for th e entire 
setu p came from th e approx imate­ 
ly $900,000 a y ear of th e enforce­ 
ment fu nd of th e Alcoh olic Bev er­ 
age Commission. 
Despite th e fact th at Gov ernor 
George N Craig, th e Indiana State 
Medical 
Association, 
and 
oth er 
powerfu l grou ps were all for re­ 
claiming ou r alcoh olics, th e com­ 
mission h as been a “step ch ild” of 
th e admnistration. Th at story is 
too long to tell h ere. 


BUI To Abolish Th e 
Commission Is Readied 


Working against odds, th e Com­ 
mission on Alcoh olism accepted 
v 305 alcoh ol cs for treatment from 
September 1953 to December 1954. 
Of th ese 274 were men and 31 wo­ 
men. Th ose being treated are treat­ 
ed in th e v ariou s state mental in­ 
stitu tions, inclu ding 25 men in th e 
newly opened facilty at New Cas­ 
tle. 
Under present law th e alcoh olic 
v olu ntarily su bmits to th e treat­ 
ment. He permits th e ju dge of th e 
cou rt to commit h im to th e insti­ 
tu tion for treatment u p to six 
month s.

FOLLANSBEE, W. Va. ijwTh e 
steelworkers of Follansbee and th e 
townspeople wh o depend on th eir 
jobs settled down today to th e pros­ 
pect of at least th ree more y ears 
of regu lar pay day s. 
Not long ago it looked as if pay 
day s at th e Follansbee Steel Corp. 
plant, th e economic h eart of th is 
commu nity of 4,500, wou ld soon end 
forev er. Tile plant was to be sold 
and most of its equ ipment mov ed 
to th e Sou th . 
Bu t th e townspeople — and 47 
minority stockh olders of th e com­ 
pany won a long h ard figh t to keep 
th e plant wh ere it is for at least 
th ree y ears. 
Friday th ey th rew a rip-snorting, 
all-day party to celebrate th e v ic­ 
tory . 
Th e steel plant employ ed 740 per­ 
sons and paid by far th e biggest 
sh are of tax mbney requ ired to 
keep th e commu nity aliv e. 
Resi­ 
dents argu ed th at with ou t it, Fol­ 
lansbee wou ld be a gh ost town. 


Th eir argu ment was h eard by 47 
minority stockh olders wh o su ccess­ 
fu lly blocked th e proposed sale. 
Frederick W. Rich mond, a New 
York financier wh o owned a con­ 
trolling interest in th e plant, orig­ 
inally planned to dispose of it to 
Repu blic 
Steel 
Corp. 
Repu blic 
wanted to mov e th e equ ipment to 
its Gadsden, Ala., operation. 
Th e delay ing legal action by th e 
minority stockh olders brou gh t a 
Federal Cou rt opinion and switch ed 
th e sale to a grou p h eaded by 
Clev eland 
indu stralist 
Cy ru s 
S. 
Eaton. Th e terms inclu de a prom­ 
ise to operate th e plant h ere for 
at least th ree y ears. 
Eaton was giv en a standing ov a­ 
tion for more th an fiv e minu tes 
at th e v ictory banqu et attended by 
1,200 Friday nigh t. 
“I believ e in th e people of Fol­ 
lansbee,” h e told th em. “I believ e 
th ere is a real field for th is mill 
if th e company sticks to special­ 
ties 
wh ich 
bring 
mu ch 
h igh er 
prices.”

Both Men, One An Army De­ 
serter, Reported 
Iii Good 
Ph y sical Sh ape After 
Years In Camp. 


HAVE LOT TO TELL, 
ONE MAN ASSERTS 


BERLIN Uh — Two Americans 
were released by th e Ru ssians to­ 
day after y ears of captiv ity in a 
Sov iet slav e camp. Th ey were de­ 
scribed by U. S. officials as being 
in remarkably good ph y sical con­ 
dition. 
Th e two men h anded ov er by 
th e Ru ssians in Berlin are Pv t. 
William March u k, 38 , of Norris­ 
town, Pa., and Joh n H. Noble, 31, 
of Detroit. 
March u k, listed as a deserter 
since 1949, was taken into Army 
cu stody . Noble, a civ ilian, trapped 
by th e war, was tu rned ov er to 
th e U. S. State Department. 
Both h ad been in th e Sov iet Un­ 
ion’s most notoriou s Siberian slav e 
labor camp, Vorku ta. 
American au th orities said both 
men appeared in good h ealth bu t 
th at th ey will be giv en an ex ten­ 
siv e ph y sical ex amination in th e 
Army h ospital h ere. 
In th e meantime, th ey are being 
qu estioned by intelligence au th ori­ 
ties. 
Noble, a sligh tly bu ilt man, was 
ch eerfu l as h e arriv ed at th e h ead­ 
qu arters of th e U. S. Army ’s pro­ 
v ost marsh al. He told U. S. Consu l 
Norman K. Pratt th at h e was “de­ 
ligh ted” to co-operate with any in­ 
terrogators and h e added: 
“I h av e a lot to tell.” 
March u k, still wearing th e little 
dark mou stach e h e affected as a 
soldier in W’est Berlin, lapsed into 
su llen silence. 
Army officers wh o picked Mar­ 
ch u k u p at Sov iet h eadqu arters in 
Karlsh orst, in East Berlin, said th e 
former soldier asked for 
i cigar­ 
ette. He told th em it was h is first 
one in six y ears. Th en h e said noth ­ 
ing more. 
Army officers said March u k may 
face a cou rt-martial becau se h e 
still is listed as a deserter and 
th ere is no intention of “making 
a h ero ou t of a deserter.” 
Both men were especially ou t­ 
fitted by th e Ru ssians in mediu m 
qu ality woolen su its and ov ercoats 
with gray h ats and black sh oes. 
March u k carried a tiny su itcase 
bu t Noble was empty h anded. 
Th e Ru ssians signed th e papers 
of release 
and th e men were 
brou gh t to West-Berlin in th e cav ­ 
alcade of U. S. Army and State De­ 
partment au tomobiles. 
March u k h ad been missing since 
Febru ary 1949 wh en h e crossed th e 
frontier in Germany with a bu ddy , 
Pv t. William Verdine, of Starks, 
La. 
Noble was arrested, w ith h is fath ­ 
er, in Dresden wh en th e Ru ssians 
stormed into th e collapsing Th ird 
Reich . Th e elder Noble, a camera 
manu factu rer, h ad come to Ger­ 
many in 1938 and was trapped by 
th e war. He was released in 1952 
after sev en y ears in Sov iet zone 
jails. 
Liberated German and Au strian 
prisoners reported seeing all th ree 
men in Ru ssian work camps. Th e 
Sov iet Foreign Office, in agreeing 
to free Marsh u k and Noble, told 
th e U. S. embassy in Moscow h ow­ 
ev er, th at it h ad no knowledge of 
Verine. 
Ru ssia disclosed it planned to 
free th e two Americans in a note 
to th e United States Dec. '31. Th e 
United States h ad demanded th e 
freedom of th e men in eigh t offi­ 
cial qu eries, bu t u ntil th e Ru ssian 
note came, ii h ad receiv ed no in­ 
formation on th eir wh ereabou ts. 
Au strian prisoners recently re­ 
leased by th e Sov iets reported Ver­ 
dine was su ffering from tu bercu lo­ 
sis. Th ey said h e was too ill to be 
mov ed.

A new* v oice has been added to the rising 
chorus urging greater inv estment of U. S. 
priv ate capital abroad. This time ifs the cit­ 
izens adv isory committee of the Senate 
Banking Committee that has swung be­ 
hind plans to encourage American business­ 
men to ex port their funds and know-how 
in partnership with the gov ernment’s for­ 
eign aid program. 
It is reported to be the administration’s 
proposal that the gov ernment should run 
interference for priv ate enterprise, by 
means of treaties and federal insurance 
perhaps, to safeguard U. S. property abroad 
against confiscation, freezing of assets and 
other hazards. Otherwise business would 
hav e a relativ ely free hand to apply it dy ­ 
namic genius to foreign economies. 
The citizens adv isor}’ committee endorse­ 
ment giv es important business backing to 
what until now has been another gov ern­ 
ment blueprint. Composed of national 
leaders in industry , banking, agriculture 
and labor, the committee would ex pect 
gov ernment after establishing satisfactory 
inv estment conditions to prov ide only sup­ 
plemental foreign aid for public-ty pe pro­ 
jects such as harbor and power dev elop­ 
ment. 
Tax incentiv es on income deriv ed from 
foreign inv estments are cited as another 
way in which gov ernment and business 
might collaborate. Under the plan, what is 
currently being giv en away would aid for­ 
eign countries while U. S. inv estors were 
receiv ing a fair return.

The new 
setup costs would be borne by the 
enforcement fund of the Alcoholic 
Beverage enforcement fund. 


Hot Opposition Voices 
Are Heard Already 


From the alcoholic industry, the 
present commission, and elsewhere 
opposition to the change is mount­ 
ing. 
It was pointed out that the treat­ 
ment like that of AA is voluntary 
and that no reformation is at­ 
tempted unless the victim of ex­ 
cessive drink seeks it on a strictly 
voluntary basis.

How­ 
ever, he is told too, that were he 
to walk out before completing his 
treatments he could be cited for 
contempt of court and sent to the 
penal farm. He stays. 


Drivers Hear If 
Going Too Fast 


The State Safety and Highway di­ 
vision is considering a new’ elec-1 
tronic device that sounds a siren 


warning when drivers exceed speed 
limits in school zones, recreation 
areas, and congested sections. 
The installation is at the entranc­ 
es of speed zones, so that speeding 
cars and trucks that enter the zones 
will set off a brief siren warning. 
The warning lets pedestrians know 
that there is a vehicle coming on 
at an excessive speed, it alerts 
drivers to the fact that they are 
traveling faster than he law’ al­ 
lows and it draws attention to traf­ 
fic law violators and thus helps law’ 
enforcement officials. 
The system can be set to work at 
spaced intervals, for school zones.

Plan For Feeade 


WASHINGTON (J?! — A presiden­ 
tial commission is prepared to rec­ 
ommend a 101-billion cellar state 


j and federal highway program to 


j run ov er the next ten years. 
The fiv e-man adv isory commis­ 
sion headed by retired Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay agreed Friday to rec­ 
ommend to President Eisenhower 
federal sponsorship of a 54-billion- 
dollar addition to the 47 billions 
which state and federal gov ern­ 
ments normally would spend in the 
10-year period. 
Eisenhower 
is expected to stay 
pretty close to the group’s line of 
reasoning when he submits his 
highway program to Congress J an­ 
uary 27. 
Congressional leaders were giv en 
an adv ance peek at the commis­ 
sion’s report Friday night. A cer­ 
tain amount of bipartisan support 
for a major highway dev elopment 
program already has cropped up 
on Capitol Hill. Proponents regard 
such a program as v ital to national 
defense and as a stimulus for the 
economy. But there 
appeared to 
be div ided opinion about proposed 
financing. 
Only a rough outline of the com­ 
mission’s report was made public 
Friday by its executiv e director, 
Frank Turner. 
It wraps up (I) Eisenhow’er’s 
own “ grand plan’’ for additional 
expenditure of about 54 billions to 
modernize American highways for 
maximum use in a possible nation­ 
al 
emergency, and 
(2) present 
plans calling for spending of 47 
billions on highway improv ements. 
All but IO billion of this latter 
amount would come out of the 
state coffers. No definite figures 
were giv en on the added amount 
the states would be expectd to pro­ 
v ide under the expanded program. 
As outlined by Turner, the com­ 
mission proposal calls for the fed­ 
eral gov ernment to pay “ substan­ 
tially all’’ of the approximately 
24-billion dollar cost of updating 
the 40,000 mile “ strategic network’’ 
of interstate highways. 
As things stand, the federal gov ­ 
ernment lays out 60 per cent of the 
cost of work on interstate roads. 
The states pay the rest. 
For financing the expanded pro­ 
gram, the report to be submitted 
to the President next Tuesday sug­ 
gests 
establishment of a 
new 
agency — much like the now de-
